ARE SERVICE MEN. SCORNED ? 
Recently a British seaman got 
into trouble in Shanghai and when 
he appeared before the Magistrate 
the latter tald him that he belong- 
ed to the. finest Service in the 
world and that his conduct had 
bean s disgrace to the uniform 
hoe wore.. Tothat, the seaman 
retorted: “At any rate, the uniform 
is not respected in China. The 
likes of e aré scorned out 
here.” Tha offence which the 
man committed was relatively 3 
trifling one; the sort of thing 
that is common to men every- 
where; he had been drinking 
rather more than’ he sbould 
have done, With that. side 
of, tha case’ owe are 
not concerned st the moment. 
We cite it because there is some 
measure of truth in the man’s 
yemark about naval men being 
scorned out East. Of course; the 
same applies to Tommy: as well. 
Perhaps “scorned” is not quite 
the right word; “ignored ™ would 


‘|be nearer the truth. We are not 


amongst those who believe that 
our Jack Tare and Tommies are 
“looked down upon” by civilians 
in general. There are people, 
admittedly, who. give our 
Service mex the cold shoulder. 
They are, happily, in a minority. 
Service opinion to -the contrary, 
we know that there ise general 
feeling amongst Britishers here to 
do what they can to make tha 
lives of our soldiers and sailors 
out Bast as happy as possible; an 
earnest desire to get to know them 
better. That is why we wrote on 
the subject yesterday, and why 
we return to it to-day. 

WHAT FAMILIES CAN DO. 

The problem of creating a closer 
intimacy between civilians and 
Service men is not an easy one 
to solve. Anything which 
savoured of patronage would 
instantly damn any move in this 
direction. And the trouble is 
that if a movement towards the 
end named were attempted, it 
might. though its p omot?rs were 
in real earnest, be wrongly con- 
strued by the very men for whose 
happiness it was designed. 
Yesterday we dealt with one 
side of the. question—the side 
from which civilians back 
from the Front might approach 
it. Wewant bere to add afew 
thoughts from what we might 
term the domestic side. We 
should like for Hongkong, as one 
of the results of our appreciation 
of what ours-Idiers and sailors 
have done ith the war, to gain the 
yéputation of being the naval and 
military station where Service 
men are made at home amongst 
their own nationals, How can it 
be done? Individuals can help, 
but the matter is really one 
for concerted action. As a 
start, how would it be for some- 
one to-call for the names of those 
who . would be. willing to 
contribute so much monthly to 
ensure a certain number of 
soldiers and sailors free attend- 
ance at the ‘cinemas, or to make 
possib!e the holding of periodical 
“frae and easy” concerts? Even 
batter, if the idea could be 
arranged, would it be for those 
willing to join a combined move- 
ment toinvite say half a dozen 
Service men to their homes to 
dinner once a month, not from 
any “charitable”. motive, .but 
just to give the men 
a touch of home life. We believe 
that there are dozens of British 
families here who would go heart 
and soul into suchascheme. Can 
it not be started? In such away 
much could be done to break the 
montony of Service life out East. 
We should be doing something 
whish would cause. the mothers, 
wives and sisters of these fine 
fellows to think that Hongkong 
is a real “Home from Home.” 
PERWANENT ARR ANGEWENTS.

We mean them. Will some-one | 


get busy on the project? We 
want to se: the matter taken up 
from tha family standpoint. 
Religious. organisations hava 
their ‘own ~ particular ‘sphere.’ 
There is no need to offer these 
enjoyments to Service mem as a 
bait to get them to go to Church. 
They have probably had enough 
of-religion being pushed ‘down 
their throats, anyhow. Let 
the British community, as 
domestic units, do ite part 
along other lines.

not a mere spasmodic effort, but:

‘difficult circnmstances and hon- 
“ourable. history, Its excellence 
was fidelity to the honourable] 
past : its*fault that a leaven of the 
surrounding evil was tolerated 
within it., There is censure in 
the message but it opens with 
a sign of that sympathy 
apart from which censure 
hurts but does not heal. 
The trying circumstances of the 
Church are known and marked 
“I know where thou dwellest, 
even where Satan’s seat’ is.” 
.Pergamum was difficult ground 
for the gospel, as research reveals, 
though the New Testament tells 
us nothing about it save what this 
one passage contains, 

The first syllable of the word is 
cognate to our English “ burgh, " 
meaning a fort or ‘stronghold. It 
well suited this capital city of Old 
Theurania, rising onan embattled 
hill behind the junction of two 

‘ yivers, like many a fortress 
nearet home. 

By means partly of treasure 
left in it by Alexander the Great 
the city acquired a: splendour 
which was one of the wonders of 
the ancient.world. Art, science 
and ‘letters flourished—the very 
word “ “parchment” reminds us of 
‘its industry in dressed skins to 
supply its . famous/ library. 
Sacred as well as strong, 
too, was Pergamum in 
its day, adorned with magnificent 

. temples to the chief gods of the 
Greek pantheon, and being “the 

_ tesortof many worshippers. Add 

“ to this that the place was noted 
as a fashionable bathing resort 

‘and also for its gladiatorial 
shows, and it.will be easy to 
imagine the atmosphere of' the 
town where dwelt the. Church 
where “Satan’s seat” was, 

The expression is a strong 
one, and it indicates that 
this political stronghold was 
a stronghold also of sin, 
wherein the Church was given 
the honaur of holding the fort for 
Christ. In this centre of debased 


’ sanctitles was.to be established i“ 


“holiness unto the Lord.” The 
pure worship of the Father was 
' $0 be maintained where, as in 
other Asiatic shrines, feasts of 
things sacrificed to idols . were 
associated with practices which 
can hardly be so much as. named 
aniong us. Where Bacchus and 

. Venug receive | public homage. 
there, Satan's | . Seat - is most 
‘ assuredly, “and . the Christian 
gospel is likely to get short shrift, 
In many of these splendid cities 

. ‘of Western Asia a venser of 
-Greek ‘culture overlay. Asiatic 
_haeary and licenee, all’ marked

be devotion to the arts, and 


worst of all, under the wing of 
religious worship. 


The atmosphere is one of rank. 


decadence; in our own time we 
have .seen “it ‘produce decadent 
drama, decadent art, and in relig- 
ion “esoteric” cults, always 
verging toward the indecent in the 
name of emancipation and en- 
lightenment. 

In such an atmosphere 
the Jo: of Christians ~is 
inevitably contempt, resent- 
ment, and finally persecution, 
as was proved in Pergamum. 
There are places and there are 
periods in which it is peculiarly 
difficult to maintain a Christian 
life and faith. It is eticouraging to 
be reminded that God takesnote of 
all that and allows for it. “I know 
where thou dwellest;” let every- 
one who has to hold a fort against 
long odds remember. that and 
take courage from it, and 
let Churches remember it 
too. for often it is forgotten. 
“Where. thou dwelles;"—if. that 
be a hard place don't’ pity your- 
self; hold the fort, though it be 
“even where Satan's seat is.” 

The message next shows that 
the Captain takes note also when 
the fort is being held well and 
loyally—* and thou heldest. fast 
My name and didst not deny My 
faith, even in .the days . 
Antipas. My faithful 
who was killed - 
you where Satan dvwelleth.” 
The Church’s honourable record 
is not overlooked. “Its typical 
faithful martyr is named and 
called to remembrance, the hero 
who was a glory and an inspirat- 
tion to the Church. “Who was he? 
Of that no one can tell us any- 
thing beyond this passing allusion 
here, illustrious though his con- 
fession was. One could preacha 
whole sermon on that very fact, 
in remembrance of the unknown. 
all but anonymous dead, for- 
gotten’ by the world, never can- 
onised by the Church, too deepin 
oblivion for even the diligent 
historian, the patient antiquarian, 
the pious martyrologist to restore 


to: fame;, but koown, named, re-f. 


membered by. the Lord for whom 
they lived, or if need were died. 
“Antipas, My witness, My faithful 
one’—we would fain have his 
story in the scenes where he 
withstood, loyal and dauntless, 
the fury of the place where Satan 
dwelt, singling him out for 
sacrifice that his name might be 
written in heaven. It is a long 
roll, praise be to God, and not 
one of them forgotten, which will 
be unsealed when the final books 
are opened, the great volume 
entitled “ My witness, My faithful 
ones.” Will our. names be there? 
If so, it matters not where else 
they are or are not. 

But we might pause too jong 


even on the record of the glorious | & 


past, and that would be to err 
just where the Church of Per- 
gamum erred. The martyr spirit 
is much, but by itself alone it 
does not make completeness. 
I have a few things against 
thee,” says the Captain, Who 
understands the difficult present 
and honours the creditable past.

Scientific progress in Great 


.| Britain during ‘recent years in 


connection with marine problems 
was frealy acknowledged in a 
paper read at Newcastle-upon- 


‘| Tyne during the past: month by 
“| Prof. J. 


. C. MeLellan, O.BE.,; 
ERS, sciontifio adviser to the’ 
British Admiralty. The evidence 
adduced can hardly be too fally 
realised in the Far East, as it goes 
to prove that Great Britain 
occupies a foremost rank, if, 
indeed, she is not a leader, 
in scientific development and 
in the practical application of the 
lessons science teaches. By means 
of directional wireless systems, 
ships or aircraft ‘can be given 
their positions in fogs or un- 
favourable weather. By meansof 
sound ranging it is possible to fix 
the positions of: light-vessels, 
buoys, etc., and ships steaming i in 
fog can be given their positions 
with accuracy for ranges. .up 
to as much as 500 miles; In 
hydrographic work generally 
sound ranging will be of the 


greatest service for surveys, and’ 


investigations ean be carried out 
in fogs as well as in fair weather. 


‘ | The positions ofthe localities being 


investigated can always be 
determined in a few’ minutes 
when once a  Sound-ranging 
station has been established on 
some shore within reach. By 
Leader gearin and out lanes of 
traffic can be organised and 
maintained with ease in fogs. 
The Echo methods can be used 


~ [for sounding, ‘for ‘locating ices 


rhergs, vessels, and coasts in a 
fog. Developments in’ internal 
combustion engines, in electric 
drive, and in the fuel values of 
new. materials which were to 
be corporated in the Navy will 
be of enormous value to the mer- 
cantile marine in the future. 
Advances made in wireless 
telegraphy and.~telephony ‘and 
in secret. signalling by. specific 
types of radiation for war pur- 
poses will also prove of great 
service under peace conditions by 
providing novel, efficient, and 
less costly methods of com- 
munication. With a view to 
developing and extending the 
scientific results which ‘were ob- 
tained under stress of war, the 
Admiralty has recently put for- 
ward proposals for the permanent 
establishment of a Departméntiof 
Research and Experiment within 
the Navy. The initial | ex- 
penditure will be large, but. it 
seems. evident that an ample 
financial return will in a short 


.jtime be obtained for the nation 
from profits. accruing from al.

CONCRETE IN SHIPBUILDING. 


The Far East is familiar with 
the concrete ship, but here, as 
elsewhere, the relative advant- 
ages of concrete and steel’ in 
shipbuilding are not adequately 
realised. The attitude taken up 
by builders of steel vessels ia not 
quite just tothe conerete ship, as 
in many respects concrete scores 
over steel in marine construction. 
This ia the case with regard to 
depreciation aud maintenance, 
having regard to the well-known 
indestructibility of concrete and 
the equally well-known perish- 
ability ‘of steel. Nothing is 
fairly chargeable “in the case 
of concrete for ” depreciation, 
although such a charge.is properly 
made in respect of the steel hull, 
the plates and structural members 
of which begin to waste away by 
corrosion from the very beginning, 
and cannot possibly be maintain- 
ed in their original condition. The 
concrete ship also scores over the 


_] steel vessel. in the important 


matter of earning capacity, as 
the volume or cubical measure- 
ment cargo capacity of'the con- 
crete ship is from ‘to 40 
per cent. greater. than that',of 
a steel ship of equal dead- 
weight capacity, the. per- 
centage being large in the case of 
a small vessel and diminishing

Croquet Is surely, though 
‘slowly, coming into its own again. 
There are many reasons why 
croquet must always be one of 
the most popular of British games. 
It is, par excellence, the game for 
the family; not too strenuous for 
the hale and’ hearty up-to-date 
octogenarian,,.and yet offering 
splendid -opportunities for the 
exercise of technical skill and the 
“head play‘ which the younger 
generstion realises is quite as 
.important.an asset as brute force 
in all modern games and pastimes. 

Croquet has other valuable 
recommendations, It can: be 
played for-many months ia the 
year, and on a much smaller 
ground than a good many other 
games, and once the lawn has 
been properly laid, and the 
necessary. set" acquired, the 
‘cost of the upkeep compares very 
favourably with the heavier de- 
mands for expenditure on golf, 
polo, and even tennis. 

TIMES HAVE CHANGED.

“THE ALTERNATIVE Law.” « 

But there is just one point that 
is not still in force amongst all 
players, though generally ad- 
mitted in ali competitions. This 
is known as the Alternative Law, 
which I quote from the Laws of 
Croquet as issued by the Croquet 
Association. . 

When the game is played 
under the following “ Alterna- 
tive Lawa,” or either of them, 
the preceding laws shall be 

interpreted accordingly: ~ 


(a) Playing with Either Ball 
of the Side--The Game of 
“Croquet is played between two 
sides, playing alternate “turns,” 
each side consisting either of 
one or of two players. Four 
balls, coloured respectively 
Blue, Red, Black, and Yeliow, 
are played in the sequence 
’ named, one side playing Blue 
and Black, and the other Red. 
and Yéllow. After they are all 
in play aay ordinary-turn may, 
be played by either ball of" the 
side. ‘When a side consists of 
two players one partner plays 
throughout with one ball of the 
side, and the other partner with 
-the other. Tha game is won 
the side which ‘first makes.a 
its “points” in order... (Law 15° 
-and Law 22a.) . wos 
Thus—Two sides (four. players) 
having “agreed to play “ Alter- 
mative Law,” are at liberty to. 
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-play_-with: their parinors’. balls,
